Ag it waa, however, his carcer a5 
statesman, hampered by con- 
science, was scarcely oven moder- 
ately successful.’ Ho spent tho 
greater part of his: life in travel- 
ling from one overlordship to an- 
other, secking for someone who 
would know how to use his talent. 
He propored to all, to “conform 
to the rules of the Three Dynhs- 
ties nnd to set again in a place of 
honour the policy of Duke Chu,”. 
who had established thot virtue 
which ho (Confucius) wished to 
restore. He thought that if he 
found a prince “capable of mak- 
ing use of him, at the end of a 
cycle of twelve months somo re- 
sult, and at the end of three years 
perfection, would © be achieved.” 
The confidence of Confucius in his 
vocation was absolute; even in 
his worst moments he could not 
make up his mind that his wisdom 
was insufficient. “When,” he said, 
“one has fully achieved wisdom, 
if one remains without employ- 
ment, the shame ia on the head 
of the nobles.” But the princes of 
the day saw in him little more 
than; a pedantic philosopher with 
notions impossible of realisation. 


There was o time, however, 


derived no benefit.!when, to quote Hirth: “To Con- 
Men of .lenrning, despairing of!fucius’ management of affairs in 


the dtate of Lu was ascribed such 
a rise in the ruling duke’s politi- 
cal power that tho Intter’s neigh- 
bours, especially the Duke of Ts'i, 
became jealous of this successful 
government, which, threatened to 
raise. Lu to a certain leadership 
among tho Confedernte States, An 
old trick: wan resorted to o8 a 
means to divert Duke Ting’s in- 
terest from excellence in govern- 
ment to.things of a more lowly 
nature. Eighty beautiful girls 
and one hundred and twenty-five 
fine horses were offered to him as 
a gift from Ts'i and, to the great 
disgust of ‘the sage, they were ac- 
cepted. From this time onward 
Confucius lost his influence over 
the duke, and gradually, though 
without an open rupture, he again 
withdrew into private life. He 
could not bear to live in his home- 
land, but wandered about for four- 
tees years in voluntary exile. The 
Analects simply relate: “The 
people of Ts'i sent to Lu a pre- 
sent of female Musicians, which 
Duke Ting recelved, and for three 
days no court was held. Confucius 
took his departure.” 


Host Of Disciples 


But all this time Confucius was 
gathering about him a host of dis- 
ciples by whom he was greatly 
loved. On their travels one of 
them had fallen behind, and on 
again joining the group Confucius 
sald to him: "I thought you had 
died.” The disciple replied: 
“While you were alive, how should 
I presume .to die?" Many of the 
disciples were among the ablest 
men in China of their time, 
“superior men,” ‘and yet with 
them originated the practite of 
speaking of Confucius as “the 
greatest man that had over lived,” 
“like the phoenix among _ birds, 


:‘lsongs and pralse found all their

The state of Lu was famous for 
its music, but still Confucius was 
able to improve upon it. “The 
Master sald: ‘I returned from Wei 
to Lu, and tho music was reform- 
ed, and the pieces and the imperial 


mind {a aroused. It is by-the Rules 
of. Proprioty that the character is 
established, It is from music that 
the finish ie roceived.” 

His’ power of self-control was 
admirable; he was tho exponent 
of a rigid and estimable code of 
honour, It fs doubtful’ whether 
he meant to givo more importance 
to ceremonialism or to human- 
heartedness, His | extraordinary 
fondness, for rituals and cere- 
monies caused his biographers to 
record that “In his childhood Con- 
fucius, used to. play with the 
sacrificial bowls and dishes, which 
he arranged with due formalitics.” 

A book of the Analects Is de- 
voted to n minute description of 
the Master’s every manner and 
behaviour on different occasions, 
as if he were the ving embodl- 
ment of all that. was proper in 
life. His habits, perhaps. his 
character, may be summed up in 
one sentence of this book, “If his 
mat were not straight he would 
not sit on ft.” 


Mild Yet Dignified 


‘It was said of him, “The Mas- 
ter was mild and yet dignified; 
majestic and yet not ficrec; res- 
pectful and yet casy.” Ho was on 
ardent advocate of coremonialism 
not only for its outward oxpres- 
sion, but for its morally edifying 
effects on character. He made 
the feeling of followship the primo 
principle on which the grand 
edifice of human society is built. 
He taught that the ching or kung 
was the rond‘that finally led. to o 
perfection of humanism and ta 
the full development of fellow- 
fecling. Etymologically, ktng is 
composed of. “heart” and “many 
hands,” “Many hands” meaning 
“together.” Ching is composed of 
“mindfulness” and “gentle tap- 
ping” and means __ self-restraint, 
self-respect, gravity or dignity. 
The two words are gonerally used 
together to make the meaning 
more complete, Separately, kung 
signifies more the outward deport- 
ment and Ching the inner feeling. 
When feeling is carefully noyrish- 
ed and purified within and the 
outward manners deliberately ad- 
justed, the cgoistic impulse is 
gradually subdued and the al- 
truistic one proportionately 
strengthened, until the two become 
thoroughly harmonised. 

But Confucius did not consider 
himsolf bound by the, rituals, On 
one ocension a rebel invited him 
to visit him and the Master was 
inclined <n go.
